45E) provides that Regula- 
tions made under certain sec- 
tions of that Act “may not in- 
clude provision requiring a 
person to undergo medical 
treatment .... “Medical treat- 
ment” includes vaccinations 
and other prophylactic treat- 
ment”.

Furthermore, the Parliamentary 
Assembly of the Council of Eu- 
rope passed Resolution number 
2361 of 2021 on 27 January 
2021 in which it was stated 
that: - 


Paragraph 7.3.1 — ensure that 
citizens are informed that the 
vaccination is NOT mandatory 
and that no one 

is politically, socially, or oth- 
erwise pressured to get them- 
selves vaccinated if they do not 
wish to do so themselves. 


And let us not forget this point 
when confronted with “it is for 
the public good. 


Since MRNA therapies do not 
render those immunized im- 
mune, and do not inhibit trans- 
mission of the virus, they do not 
qualify as a health measure that 
is capable of providing a collec- 
tive benefit that outweighs the 
personal risk when having a 
vaccine that's not been properly 
tested and therefore should not 
be made mandatory. This

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Far More Than Just a Political Philosophy 


"My great religion is a belief in 
the blood, the flesh, as being 
wiser than the intellect. We 
can go wrong in minds. But 
what our blood feels and be- 
lieves and says, 1s always true. 
The intellect is only a bit and 
bridle. Anger is blood, poured 
and perplexed into froth; but 
malice is the wisdom of our 
blood". 


The above quote is by the Eng- 
lish writer and poet D H Law- 
rence (born 11 September 
1885), who is probably best 
known for his book 'Lady 
Chatterley's Lover' and the no- 
toriety this, and his other pub- 
lished works brought to him. 
So much so that by the time of 
his death (2 March 1930 - in 
self-imposed exile in Vence, 
France) his public reputation 
was that of a pornographer. 
But for the purposes of this ar- 
ticle, I am far more interested 
in his political and philosophi- 
cal views. In 1953 Bertrand 
Russell (1), recalling his rela- 
tionship with Lawrence in the 
First World War, characterised 
Lawrence as a "proto-German 
Fascist", saying "I was a firm 
believer in democracy, whereas 
he had developed the whole 
philosophy of Fascism before 
the politicians had thought of 
it" (2). In 1924 Lawrence 
wrote an epilogue to 
‘Movements in European His- 
tory’ (3) declaring "...I believe 
a good form of socialism, if it 
could be brought about, would 
be the best form of govern- 
ment”. I think we would all 
raise a glass to that! 


Whilst D H Lawrence was nev- 
er a National Socialist, what 
stands out for me is his belief 
in "blood" over "intellect". We 
all know that blood is arbitrary 
and comes in groups, not being 
peculiar to one race or anoth- 
er. But the word "blood" has a 
far greater, and evocative, 
meaning than just describing 


that red liquid that pumps 
through our veins. To quote 
directly from the Fuhrer; "You 
carry in your blood the holy 
inheritance of your fathers and 
forefathers. You do not know 
those who have vanished in 
endless ranks into the darkness 
of the past. But they all live in 
you and walk in your blood up- 
on the earth that consumed 
them in battle and toil and in 
which their bodies have long 
decayed. Your blood is there- 
fore something holy. In it your 
parents gave you not only a 
body, but your nature. To deny 
your blood is to deny yourself. 
No one can change it. But each 
decides to grow the good that 
one has inherited and suppress 
the bad. Each is also given will 
and courage. You do not have 
only the right, but also the du- 
ty to pass your blood on to 
your children, for you are a 
member of the chain of genera- 
tions that reaches from the 
past into eternity, and this link 
of the chain that you represent 
must do its part so that the 
chain is never broken." This 
does not come from the intel- 
lect but from an unexplainable, 
primeval feeling which, I'm 
sure, is deep inside everyone 
reading this journal. The Fuh- 
rer also stated; "People set us 
down as enemies of intelli- 
gence. We are. But in a much 
deeper sense than those con- 
ceited dolts of bourgeoisie sci- 
entists ever dream of." 


National Socialism is so much 
more than just another politi- 
cal philosophy, or an intellec- 
tual exercise for the 
"chattering classes" to show us 
how smart they are (or rather, 
how smart they think they are). 
Unlike other political philoso- 
phies, National Socialism 
alone can be compared with 
the passion of a religious be- 
lief, an act of profound faith in 
the destiny of our race and na- 
tion, the "Triumph of the 


Will". The late journalist 
Christopher Hitchens wrote 
what he probably thought was 
a damning indictment of 
"faith"; "Faith is the surrender 
of the mind, it's the surrender 
of reason. It is our need to be- 
lieve and to surrender of the 
only thing that makes us differ- 
ent from other animals. It's our 
need to believe and to surren- 
der our scepticism and our rea- 
son, our yearning to discard 
that and put all our trust or 
faith in someone or something, 
that is the sinister thing to 
me...Out of all the virtues, all 
the supposed virtues, faith 
must be the most overrated". 
No, he is wrong. "Faith" is the 
main thing that "makes us 
different from other animals”. 
With "faith" anything can be 
achieved. With our "faith" in 
National Socialism we will be- 
come an unstoppable force, 
heralding in the 21st centuries 
"Triumph of the Will". Today 
we are few - tomorrow we will 
be many - for our "faith" is un- 
shakable.

Spain 


Covid—19 


Germany has listed Spain as a 
risk area on Friday 9th July 


The number of young people 
being infected by the virus is 


due to rising numbers of Covid rising rapidly. Experts worry 


-19 cases across Spain. Includ- 


ing the Balearic Islands and 
the Canary Islands. Tradition- 
ally the Balearic Islands area 
popular destination for Ger- 
man tourists. At first the Ger- 
man Foreign Minister had 
considered only a few regions 
of Spain to be risk areas, but 
due to the rise of the more 
contagious delta variant 
sparks fears of a new outbreak 
across Europe. 

It means starting on 11th 
July travellers entering Ger- 
many who have spent time in 
Spain within 10 days will have 
to show a negative test, proof 
of full vaccination or recovery 
in order to avoid quarantine. 
France has also given caution- 
ary advice to avoid Spain. 

The delta coronavirus vari- 
ant 1s now dominant in at least 
4 regions in Spain, and it is 
spreading rapidly despite the 
ongoing coronavirus vaccina- 
tion programme. The strain 
was discovered in India and is 
now spreading throughout 
Spain at astonishing speeds. 


that young people will spread 
the virus onto elderly people. 

In the Valencia region cer- 
tain restrictions have been put 
in place to control the spread 
of the virus. The Valencian 
Government made a series of 
requests last week in the face 
of a massive surge in infec- 
tions and these will be main- 
tained until July 25th. Night- 
life closures, night clubs and 
late-night venues, disco- 
theques, are only allowed open 
under the same conditions as 
bars and restaurants, closing 
at 12.30am. Bars and restau- 
rants must stop serving at 12 
midnight and close at 12.30am 
tables are restricted to groups 
of 10 people outside and 
groups of 6 inside. 

The Valencian Government 
has prohibited the sale of alco- 
hol after 8pm in shops and su- 
permarkets to stop a gathering 
of people drinking alcohol in a 
public place. More police sur- 
veillance will be in place to 
prevent this type of gathering.

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Migrants crossing to Spain 


It has been estimated that nearly 
2,100 migrants have died trying to 
reach Spain in the first 6 months 
of this year. In a report published 
by an organisation called (walking 
boarders) on the 8th of July it 
found that 2,087 people had died 
or disappeared at sea while trying 
to reach Spain in the first half of 
the year. 

The migrants were from 18 na- 
tions, mainly in West Africa but 
also from Bangladeshi, Syria, and 
Yemen. The majority of deaths 
(1,922) were because of ship- 
wrecks enroute to the Canary Is- 
lands. The dangerous condition 
on the notoriously dangerous At- 
lantic archipelago is part of the 
reason for the increase in deaths. 
Helena Maleno an activist says 
this year’s increase on the use of 
inflatable boats to cross the route 
and inadequate cooperation be- 
tween the rescue services of Spain 
and Morocco. She said there is a 
lack of rescue attempts to save the 
boats when the alarm is raised. 
(27th June) a boat with around 60 
plus in it including 15 women and 
2 children capsized off Western 
Sahara. 40 people died and 22 
others were rescued by a fishing 
boat. Around 298 people on 7 
boats arrived in the Canary Is- 
lands on the same day.

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(28th June) 37 people were res- 
cued who were adrift in a boat off 
Gran Canaria in the Canary Is- 
lands, 2 people died on board and 
7 were hospitalised in a serious 
condition. 

(29th June) an alarm went out 
that a boat that had left Dakhla on 
the 25th of June with 46 people 
on board, including 22 women 1 
of them pregnant and also 5 chil- 
dren was missing. 

(30th June) a 5-year-old girl died 
while she was evacuated in a heli- 
copter to hospital after being in a 
boat for 17 days crossing the At- 
lantic. 35 other people including 
16 women and 6 children were 
rescued. 1 dead man was found on 
the boat. In just 2 days 44 deaths 
were registered on the Canary 
route. 

An anonymous complaint de- 
scribed reiterated misconduct at 
facilities on the Islands of Gran 
Canaria, where the regional au- 
thorities are struggling to provide 
adequate care following a surge in 
arrivals. Cases of sexual assaults 
and prostitution have been report- 
ed at a shelter for unaccompanied 
migrant minors on the Island of 
Gran Canaria. It also said some of 
the minors are engaging in prosti- 
tution inside and outside of the 
facilities.

Australia 
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Australian Cities in Lockdowns Once Again 


Well since Australia was patting itself on the 
back and showing pictures to the world of 
an incredibly open country, we have had in 
the space of a couple of weeks a lockdown in 
Sydney where the delta strain is running a- 
mock, the current total as of the 15/7/21 
stands at 792 positive and 2 Covid deaths. 
This time a 60-year-old driver whose job 
was running airline crews back to their ho- 
tels supposedly caught the virus off one of 
the crew, and off the virus went. 
The media went to great lengths to shame 
the poor man because he was unvaccinated, 
and this was reason that he caught and 
passed on the virus. 
No sympathy for the man as he said he felt 
very scared of receiving the jab due to his 
age and the bad press of the AstraZeneca 
vaccination due to blood clotting. 

As the Sydney lockdowns started to take 
effect the NSW Police have been imposing 
more draconian style crackdowns, in one 
instance some teenagers bought food from a 
takeaway and sat on a bench and watched a 
movie on their phone, the police took excep- 
tion to this and reminded the teenagers that 
a takeaway is exactly that a takeaway. 

On a quiet street in a western Sydney sub- 
urb, 21 patrol cars were parked up to en- 
force the lockdown and make sure it citizens 
did the right thing. 





In another mind-boggling story NSW Prem- 
ier Gladys Berejiklian issued a 

“Do Not Browse” statement when people 
are out shopping for essentials, the Premier 
also said that only one person in each 
household could go on these non-browsing 
missions to the supermarket.
